Cantonments— Regulations 

No. 613.— The following bye-laws for the regulation or 
prohibition of traffic in the Lucknow Cantonment, made 
fc y the Cantonment Board, Lucknow, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by clause (4) of Section 282 and Section 
283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), and ’n 
supersession of the Notification of the former Government 
of the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh, No. 1263, 'XI- 
18C/1924 dated 6th May 1926, are published for general 


information, the same having been previously published, 
approved and confirmed by the Central Government ub re- 
quired by sub-Bection (l)'of Section 284 of the said Act, 
namely: — 

1. No person under eighteen years of age shall drive ai 
motor vehicle and no person under fifteen years of age shall 
drive a vehicle of any description whether drawn by an 
animal or propelled by mechanical power. 

2. Every person driving, leading or propelling a vehicle 

and every person in charge of an animal passing along any 
path shall, except in case of actual necessity — - J " 

(a) Keep to the left when passing a vehicle or animal 
approaching from the opposite direction, and 

(b) Keep to the right when passing a vehicle or animal 
proceeding in the same direction as himself. 

8. No person shall ride an animal or drive a vehicle on 
any puth in a msh and negligent manner. 

4. The maximum speed limits for motor vehicle within 
Contonment limits shall be as follows: — 

(a) For trucks and lorries, 20 miles per hour. 

(b) For other motor vehicles, 80 miles per hour. 

(c) Inside Bazar Area and minor bazars for both (a) and 
(b) 15 miles per hour. 

5. No person shall dirve or propel any vehicle along any 
path undor the control of Cantonment Board upon which 
a notice prohibiting vehicular traffic is displayed. 

6. No person shall leave an animal or a vehicle on a path 
without making arrangements for its being under proper 
control. 

7. No person shall : — 

(a) Cause any vehicle, with or without an animal bar- 
nesBed thereto to remain or stand so as to oause obstruc- * 
tion in any path longer than may be necessary for loading 
or unloading, or for taking up or setting down passengers; 
or 

(b) leave or fasten any vehicle or animal so as to oause 
obstruction in any path; or 

(c) in any other manner wilfully obstruct or cause obs- 
truction to the free passage of any path. 

8. Any of the following classes of traffic may be prohi- 
bited either absolutely or during such hours as may be 
notified by the Cantonment Board in this behalf on any 
road or path within Cantonment limits — . ■ 

(a) Trucks and motor lorries; 

(b) Country carts: 

(c) Laden animals, and 

(d) Hand Carts; 

Provided that nothing in this bye-law shall apply to any 
vehicle while it is actually crossing or proceeding to a bun- 
galow house or shop which cannot, be reaohed by any 
other road. 

9. No person in charge of a vehicle shall take his vehicle 
or any paid thereof on to any footpath that may be re- 
served for pedestrians or equestrians, and no person lead- 
ing an animal shall take such animal on to any footpath 
reserved for pedestrians. 

10. No person driving a vehicle on a path shall, unless 
there be reasonable cause for so doing, stop his vehicle at 
any place except close to the edge of that part of such 
path as is intended for vehicular traffic. 

11. No person shall take a cart loaded with bricks, kan- 
kar, earth, stones metal or other loose materials along any 
path, unless the cart, in order that the contents may not 
fall to the ground, is protected by boards on all its sides. 
Similar precautions shall also be taken in respect of the 
loads of pack animals. 

12. Every rider or driver of a motor vehicle, traction 
engine or steam roller shall, when approaching a horse or 
other animal (whether led, driven, ridden or at large) 
which appears to be restive or frightened thereby, proceed 
with special caution and shall atonce, if required to do so 
by the person, if any, in charge of such horse or animal, 
slow down or stop tire vehicle or engine, altogether. 

18. (1) No person Bhall ride a bicycle within Cantonments 
limits unless it is provided with a bell, proper brakes and

white painted mudguards or refleotor (Rubby light) on the 
rear mudguards. 

(2) No person riding a bioyol e on any path or publio 
place shall carry any other person in any manner whatso- 
ever On the same bicycle and no person shall ride or cause 
or suffer himself to be carried on a bicycle on any path or 
public place except on the ordinary saddle of such machine; 
provided that a child of ten years or under may be carried 
on a bicycle. 

14. Penalty . — Any person committing a breach of any 
of these bye-laws shall, on conviction by a Magistrate, be 
punishable with fine which may extend to one hundred 
rupees and, in the case of a continuing contravention, with 
an additional fine which may extend to twenty rupees for 
every day during which such contravention continues after 
conviction for the first such contravention.
